TULSA, Ok., Feb. 28.—After writing 
an account of how detectives were har- 
assing his wife while she worked to 
thelp him repay money he had embez- 
zled, George H. Royan, alias William 
Hargrave, alias Ira L. Price, once a 
scldier and recently sought as an in- 
surance embezzler by Kansas authori- 
ties, shot and killed himself in his of- 
fice here. 

His body lies in the Morgue while the 
police are trying to find his wife. She 
is said to be Mrs. Nellie Royan of 3040 
Forest avenue, Kansas City, where she 
was known as his sister. 

The dead man’s confession tells of his 
efforts and his wife’s to repay the 
money he had taken from the iasur- 
ance company. She is at work, he says, 
in Kansas City as a domestic. Such 
labor is a great hardship for her, he 
says, because she came from a home of 
wealth.

Confession Ends Abruptly. 
Royan was about 30 years of age, 
and was a handsome fellow. His con- 
fession* verbatim, which ends abruptly, 
was written two weeks ago, and is un- 
signed. It is as follows: 

“A fierce ringing of the telephone 
on Thursday morning, of the month 
of November, in 1908, caused Wil- 
liam Hargrave to awaken, after a 
restless night, and shivering with 
cold. Bill, as he was usually called 
by all those who knew him, rushed 
to the phone, and it was a long- 
distance call from his wife in a town 
in Kansas, and her first words were, 
‘Oh, Bill, I can’t stand all this much 
longer. They have been hanging 
around here like a lot of hungry 
wolves since you have been away. 
Tell me what to do, for I can’t stand 
this much longer.’

A Thrilling Start.

Wants Commission to Investi-

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 23.—Gov. 
Hadley has decided to sénd to the 
General Assembly a special message 
urging the creation of a State com- 
mission to investigate the liquor 
question in the various states. 

“The suggestion for the organiza- 
tion of such an inquisitorial body 
seems to have brought a favorable 
response from al] parts of Missouri,” 
said the Governor today.

The liquor commission, if approved 
by the Legislature, will be expected 
to make a careful study of prohibi- 
tion and the regulation of the liquor 
traffic, It will be required, if the 
Governor's ideas are carried out, to 
gather information showing the num- 
ber of-states that have forbidden the 
sale’ or manufacture of intoxicants 
and to what extent these communi- 


ities are free from alcoholic liquors at 


the present time; also the various 
laws that have been enacted to reg- 


ulate the saloon keeper. brewer and 
wholesale liquor dealer: and _ police 
and crime statistics in so-called “wet”’ 
and “dry” communities, as well as 


other information. 


MULVIHILL ORDERS THE 
LID ON FROM MIDNIGHT | 
THURSDAY ONTIL MONDAY 


Excise Commissioner Mulvihill notified 
the police Tuesday that all saloons and 
clubs, without exception, must remain 
ciosed from midnight Thursday until 6 
o’clock Monday morning. This _will 
mean 77 hours of continuous ‘‘dryness”’ 
in St. Louis. 

The Excise Commissioner based his in- 
structions on the opinion sent him by 
Attorney-General E. W. Majors, which 
vays that there are two sections in the 
laws of 1907 applicable to the ‘present 
rituation. Thé first requires saloon keep- 
ers to close on all days of primary or 
regular election. Violations of this he 
will.attend to himself. 

The second section forbids ANYONE 
to sell or give away liquor on primary 
or election days. Violations of this will 
be prosecuted by the Circuit Attorney 
and Police Courts. It affects individ- 
uals as well as clubs, groceries, hotels 
and breweries. 

The Attorney-General says that the 
closing at midnight Thursday is because 
the civil day begins at ye hour. 
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John D.’s Attorneys Say Panel 
for Retrial of $29,240,000 
Case Is Illegal. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 23.—A bitter skirmish 
signalized the opening of the retrial of 
the Standard Ot! Go. of Indiana for al- 
leged rebating today. 

Judge Anderson had been on the bench 
but a few minutes when John S. Mil- 
ler, one of the attorneys for the de- 
fensé, filed a motion to quash the venire 
of 1580 men, on the ground it had been 
improperly drawn. 

Sixty per cent of the venire are farm- 
ers; only three are residents of Chicago 
and but 16 live in Cook County, which 
contains two-thirds of the population 
within the Court's jurisdiction. 

District Attorney Sims sharply op- 
posed the motion and the venire was 
excused while the paint was argued.

Large Amounts Expended by 
Qther Candidates for Of- 
fice, Says Witness. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
MADISON, Wis., Feb. 23.—The legis- 


lative investigation to find out how Sen- 
ator Stephenson, the richest man in 
Wisconsin, spent $107,000 in getting a 
primary renomination to the United 
States Senate is expected to come to a 
head this week when State Senator 
Blaine, who charges Stephenson with 
misuse of money, takes the stand. 

Blaine will be asked for his evidence 
against the millionaire lumberman, The 
chief fact against Stephenson so far de- 


veloped in the inquiry is that he cannot 
account for the money he spent. 
Senator Stephenson says he turned the 
financial management of the campaign 
over to his campaign managers. These 
managers testified that they cashed Ste- 
phenson’s checks, put the money in en- 
velopes and paid it out without keeping 
a record. : 
Senator Stephenson. wanted fo be re- 
turned to the Senate for-the full term 
of six years, after serving the two years 
of the unexpired term of Senator Spoon- 
er. He wanted the job bad enough to 
spend nearly $108,000 to get the popular 
\nomination at the primaries election. 
Comes High in Wisconsin. 
The evidence to date indicates that 
this great sum of money might easily 
be spent honestly. One of the rival can- 
didates, who spent $40,000 and was de- 
feated, says a county could not be or- 
ganized for less than $1000. Some of the 
larger counties could not be organized 
without an expenditure of over $6000. To 
secure a plurality in the election might, 
according to this witness, former Con- 
gressman S. A. Cook, easily, cost $100, - 
000, without a cent being used improper- 
ly. He pointed ouf that at élection day 
it was necessary to have at legst one 
worker in each precinct, and good men 
could not be secured for less than % 
per day. Then there would be the addi- 
tional expense of preparing the way for 
the actual election. 
Newspaper advertising alone is no 
small expense. Each candidate fer 
weeks before the election ran half-page 
advertisements in most of the Milwau- 
kee newspapers, The same was true in 
the country districts. The newspapers 
were given most of the money expended. 
When Senator Blaine is questioned 
the Stephenson men expect to bring 
out that Senator La Follette was the 
real promoter of the charges against 
Stephenson. If this is done, and no other 
good ground found, Stephenson will be 
elected at once. 
La Follette Takes Hand, 
The real battle is between La Follette 
and Stephenson. The others are mere 
figureheads for these two leaders. Sen- 
ator Stephenson financed the La Fol- 
lette campaigns for years, established a 
daily newspaper in Milwaukee in La 
Vollette’s behalf and then was turned 
down when he wanted the. senatorship. 
Hie failure to get the senatorship at the 
hands of the old crowd turned him, to 
La Follette. When Spooner resigned, La 
Follette would not help Stephenson to 
be elected. Then’ Stephenson’ turned 
against La Follette. 
also refused to help his former lieuten- 
ant-Governor, Governor James O. David- 
son. The result is that Stephenson and 
Davidson secured control of the Repub- 


the scalp of La Follette. . 
It ig generally understood that Mr. 
Davidson ig to be the Stephenson candi- 


te seat in the Senate. In this combina- 
tion, however, 
the La Follette plan is to defeat Ste- 
phenson for re-election as senator, and 
the La Follette men, to join the La Fol- 
lette men with them in electing David- 
son as Senator.

HE Writing on the Wall,” in 
which Olga Nethersole began 
# her. engagement at the Cen- 
tury yesterday aftérnoon and last night, 
is a preachment against a New York 
church corporation charged with rack- 
renting and the direst responsibility for 
the horrors of tenement existence in the 
metropolis. . 

Its author, William J. Hurlbut, is so 
intent upon his preachment that he for- 
gets his drama, save at one compelling 
moment, - This is a perilous thing to do 
in the case of a preachment incorpo- 
rated in the form of a play, and Mr. 
Hurlbut’s play suffers thereby. The 
reading of an indictment cannot ade- 
quately compensate a playhouse audi- 
ence that has been assembled in expec- 
tation of dramatic entertainment. 


It is true that the wealthy husband of 
the unhappy woman played by Miss 
Nethersole is jointly indicted with the 
church in question, but even this fact 
is not so empjoyed as fully to vitalize 
“The Writing on the Wall” into breath- 
ing drama. Its one big utilization is 
when, at the close of the third act, we 
learn the dreadful truth that the little 
son of this man who-imperils his ten- 
ants’ lives with fire-trap homes, and of 
this woman who is protesting against 
such a crime of landlordism, has him- 
self gone down to a frightful death in 
the collapse of the burning tenement 
owned by the father. Here the audi- 
ence is confronted with a genuinely 
great: situation in drama-—and Miss 
Nethersole and Mr. William Morris, the 
husband and wife of the Hurlbut story, 
make the most of it with splendid 
strokes of effective artistry, gripping 
the soul with its appalling significance. 

But that’s all. Against the defects 
of the play as a whole they struggle 
in vain, they and the excellent company 
in support, which includes Mr. Robert 
T. Haines as an impossible reformer 
who sinfully loves the wife of the man 
against whose sins as a landlord he is 
preaching mightily, and Beverly Sit- 
greaves, Adelaide Nowak, Florence 
Spreen, T. C. Mathews, Frank Craven, 
John Bickford and little Master Albert 
Hackett. They are all capable to the 
fullest extent of the play's possibilities 
for making capability count. The play’s 
the thing that is weighed and found 
wanting. Plays with preachments are 
admirable factors for good, but they 
must be plays first and foremost and 
all the time of their two hours’ playing, 
otherwise both play and preachment die 
in impotence. 

This is what happens to “The Writing 
on the Wall,” I fear.

NAPLES, Italy, Feb. 23.—‘‘I scarcely 
know where I have been or what I 


did,” said Edward L. Fitch when the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent visited him 
today at the American consulate here 
and inquired about his experiences since 
he mysteriously disappeared last Octo- 
ber after leaving Paris for the an- 
nounced purpose of undergoing an oper- 
ation in a London hospital. 

“The fact is,”” Mr. Fitch continued, “I 
was so ijl when I reached England that 
I only remember being there. I have 
a faint recollection of returning to- the 
continent and visiting Belgium, Swit- 
zeriand and Italy. 


Surprised to Learn of Search. 

“TI had no idea that the State Depart- 
ment at Washington was making such a 
search for me. I neglected writing homé 
because of illness. 

“On reaching Naples last Saturday I 
found I needed money and I was much 
surprised when I called at the consulate 
to learn that such efforts had been made 
to find me. 

“T shall return to America as soon 
as the money I cabled for arsiyes.”’ 

Mr. Fitch has the appearance of a 
man who has had a severe illness <nd 
evidently he has not yet entirely re- 
covered. 

Letter Told of Illness, 

The American Consul, Caspar S. 
Crowninshield, is showing him every 
possible attention. Mr. Fitch, secretary 
of the State Insurance Co. of Iowa, 
left his home in Council Bluffs last 
August for a vacation in Europe. After 
spending six weeks in London he went 
to Paris. From there he wrote that he 
would sail for New York from South- 
ampton Oct. 21. 

His sister came to New York to meet 
him and later got a letter saying that 
he had fallen ill in Paris and was going 
to London to be operated on for appen- 
dicitis. 

Miss Fitch applied to the. State De- 
partment for help .to find her brother 


in vain. Nothing more was heard from 
him until he cabled home from Naples 
last Friday for money, 


CHIEF DENIES MRS. WILHELM 
UNDERWENT “THIRD DEGREE” 


She Was Taken to Slain Husband’s 
Body at Own Request’ 


He Says. 

NEWARK, N. J., Feb. 23.—Chief of 
Police Michael Corbitt denies the accu- 
racy of the report published on Feb. 4, 
stating that Mrs. Mary J. Wilhelm has 
been subjected by the police to what 
is known as the “third degree.’’ 
vestigation shows that the so-called 
“third degree’’ was not made use of. 
Chief Corbitt’s statement of the occur- 
rence is as follows: 

“Mrs. Wilhelm, on the day preceding 
the funeral of her husband, pleaded to 
be permitted to view the body. 
agreed to hire a coach to convey her 
to the undertaker’s if her request was 
granted. The request was granted and 
it was arranged with her that the jour: 
ney be made at 9 o’clock that night so 
she would not be subjected to the gaze 
of a morbid crowd or the fire of many 
cameras, a condition she could not have 
escaped were the trip made in day- 
light. 

Furthermore, her relatives had been 
informed of the intended trip and they 
brought her mourning garments to 
wear. She prepared for the journey 
early in the night and was fully dressed 
and waiting to make the trip when the 
coach arrived, exactly at the hour that 
had been set. She had not retired and 
consequently was not aroused from her 
sleep and hustled out at midnight with- 
out being told whither she was going. 

“At the undertakers the body of the 
slain man rested in a handsome casket; 
it had been made as presentable in ap- 
pearance as it was possible for an ex- 
pert mortuarian to make it. No sheet 
covered the body; consequently a shee! 
was not suddenly jerked aside to revea! 
the corpse when the woman entered. 

“After Mrs. Wilhelm had gazed on 
the dead man's face for a few moments 
the glass slide covering it was drawn 
so that she might, if she desired, press 
a last kiss on the lips. Not a question 
was put to her. This all took place 
in the large room used by the under- 
taker for the holding of funerals and 
not in the Morgue. 

“After Mrs. Wilhelm had composed 
herself she returned to the coach, was 
driven back to the police headquarters 
and was profuse in her thanks for hav- 
ing been permitted to make the jour- 
ney.”’

More than 6000 men in St. Louis, East

15,000 a week In wages as a result of the 
announcement in New York of a big 
cut In wages in the steel and iron trades, 


to take effect before May 1. The cut 
announced is 10 per cent on all unskilled 
labor and 15 to ® per cent on skilled 
labor. 
Steel mills in’ St? Louls and suburbs 
have been running with reduced forces 
for more than a vear, and with the pro-. 
posed reduction in wages, steel men 
are saying there is little probability of 
increases in the number of men em- 
ployed within the next few months. 
According to the manager of one of the 
East Side m.ils, the proposed cutisa dl- 
rect result of the war between the Stee 
Trust and the independents, steel mills 
all over the country were notified re- 
cently that all steel ‘prices were ‘‘off,”’ 
and that ihe trust and the independents 
were in the open market, selling at the 
best prices they could. This condition, 
it was explained, results in demoralizing 
the steel market and when ever the war 
is on, eventually results in the cutting 
of wages. 

St, Louis Is 

In St. Louis and suburbs 6500 men are 
now employed in steel foundries, the 
weekly payroli being about $100,300. Steél 
men say the announced cut will meana 
loss to these men of $15,000 a week. 

The Republic Iron & Stee! Co. In East 
St. Louls is now employing 1200 men, 
paying them $40,000 weekiy. The cut 
there would amount to a loss to the men 
of $6000 weekly. 

In the American steel foundries, Gran- 
ite City, 1300 men are employed, receiv- 
ing weekly $17,000. They would lose 
$2550. 

The Granite City Rolling Mills employ 
1200 men and pays out $15,000. The ex- 
pected cut would méan a loss of $225 

The Niedringhaus Stamping Works in 
Granite City employs 600 men and pays 
out $8000 weekly. They would lose $1200. 

The Scullin-Gallagher Iron and Steel 
Co. in St. Louis is now employing 800 
men and paying out $10,000 weekly. If 
the cut should affect these men they 
would lose $1500, Cnarles E. Scullin of 
that company said Monday there would 
be no reduction in wages at that plant. 

“T suppose that applies for the most 
part to those companies doing a rolling- 
mill business.” he said. “‘We do prin- 
cipally a molding business, 
say there will be no reduction here. 

The St. Louis Steel Foundry is em- 
ploying 100 men and paying out $1100 a 
week. A cut there would mean a joss 
to the men of only $165 a week.

Moller of the Eighth 
Infantry, United States Army, who 
committed suicide by shooting himself 
through the head in New York Monday 
night, was born in St. Louis and was ap- 
pointed to West Point in 1899 by Con- 
gressman “Jim’’ Butler. The Moller 
family resided in St. Louls for many 
years, 

Lieut. Moller’s fatner was John H. 
Moller, a retired merchant. and a vet- 
eran of the Civil War. He died several 
years ago and is buried at Jefferson 
Barracks. Lieut. Moller and his mother 
nave been living at the P:esidio, Monte- 
rey, Cal., where he was stationed. He 
left there two weeks ago for a vacation 
in the East, intending to stop in St 
Louis for a visit on his way home. 

He committed suicide, according to 
press dispatches, in the Grand Unien 
Hotel in New York. He was taken to 
Bellevue Hospital, where he died an 
hour later. 

In the suicide’s room the police found 
the following letter, addressed to Chap- 
lain B. Smith at Governor's Island: 

Please pay my hotel bill and have 
my trunks and baggage sent to Gov- 
ernor’s Island to await instructions 
from my mother. My mother will 
pay you for the expenses. 

Please wire Adjutant J. Putseic 
of Monteray and communicate with 
my mother. I have keys of trunk 
and check for baggage containing my 
uniform’ and ¢ivilian clothes, and I 
thank you for your kindness and 
trouble. J. J. MOLLER. 
Chaplain Smith said at midnight he 

could not explain Moller’s suicide. He 
said the young officer had a fine army 
record and no family troubles or other 
troubles as far as his fellow officers 
know. Asked ifrthe ola charge of cru- 
elty to Filipinos prisoners had not 
preyed upon the Lieutenant’s mind, the 
Chaplain replied: 

“No, I do not think go. He. was hon- 
orably acquitted and had no reason to 
brood over that cage.” 

Lieut. Moller and Lieut. Claire R. 
Bennet, both of the Righth Infantry, 
were jointly courtmartialed on charges 
that they permitted the president of 
Tolosa, Island of Leyte, and his friend® 
to torture prisoners. The fingers of the 
victims were crushed in a vise, it was 
alleged, to extort information they were 
supposed to possess,‘ 

Brigadier-General Albert L. Mills, com- 
manding officer of the Department of 
the Visayas, who had been commandan' 
at West Point when Moller was there, 
d‘sapproved the findings of the court- 
martial, saying Lieut. Molier had sub- 
stantially admitted the truth of the 
charges before the courtmartial was 
held. He also declared evidence against

No Hinuts of Libel, 


Nobody ever hinted during the cam- 
paign that these Panama Canal ar- 
ticles were a libel upon anybody. When 
the charge was made it was made by 
President Roosevelt. Six weeks after 
the election it came in an outburst of 
anger over an editorial in The World 
sharply censuring him foM certain in- 
veracities of statement in his attack 
upon Delavan Smith. Thereupon Mr. 
Roosevelt to gratify his political resent- 
ment, sent a message to Congress ac- 
cusing The World of having libelled 
“the United States Government,” and 
declaring that Mr. Pulitzer was “the 
real offender;” that he ‘‘should be pros- 
ecuted for libel by the governmental 
authorities,” and,that “the Attorney- 
General has r consideration the 
form in which the proceedings against 
Mr. Pulitzer shall be brought.’

That there Was corruption by or on 
behalf of the Government of the United 
States in the transaction by which the 
Panama Canal property was acquired 
from its French owners; that there 
were improper dealings. of some 
kind between agents of the Gov- 
ernment and outside persons rep- 
resenting or acting for an Ameri- 
ican ; that among the persons 
who it was made “huge profits”

No Proceedings in New York, 

Instead, proceedings were instigated 
by Mr. Roosevelt in the courts of the 
District of Columbia, where the English 
common law of 1662 ig still In force, 
and before the Federal Courts of the 
Southern District of New York the 
claim being made that the act of 18% 
relative to the malicious injury of prop- 
erty on Government reservations can be 
twisted into a Federal libel law, pro- 
vided the publication happe to have 
circulated at West Point or Fort Slo- 
cum, or in some other reservation. This 
is further illuminated by the theory ad- 
vanced by District Attorney Stimson 
‘that the national Government has au- 
thority to carry on such prosecution “in 
a number of separate and inde dent 
jurisdictions; that is to say, in all the 
jurisdictions which include the 280 Gov- 
ernment reservations. 

It further proof were needed that this 
is a politicd] persecution instigated by 
Mr. Roosevelt to gratify his personal 
revenge, the attack upon Mr. Pulitzer 
in the message of Dec. 15, and his sub- 
sequent indictment would be conclusive. 
Mr. Pulitzer was not in the country 
when any of thése Panama Articles 
were printed, and had never heard of 
them until Mr. Roosevelt threatened to 
prosecute him for “a libel upon the 
United States Government.” 

Mr. Pulitaer Was Out Of the Country. 

Mr. Pulitzer sailed for Europe Jan. 
4, 1908, with the express intention of 
avoiding the presidential campaigp. His 
yacht, Liberty, was completed a few 
weeks later and reached Nice, April 1, 
1908. Since that time the yacht has 
been practically Mr. Pulitzer’s home, 
although he spent four weeke at Aix- 
les-Bains undergoing treatment in the 
hands of physicians, and was at Wies- 
baden during the month of September 
yndergoing treatment, besides spending 
12 days last summer at Bar Harbor.

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THE “BIG FOUR” OF M’ALEER’S PITCHING S$ 
WHO BEGAN TRAINING TODAY AT FRENCH LICK 
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VICTORY OVER BRITT MADE 
BAT A CARD ON STAGE 


BY BATTLING NELSON. 


My life, battles and career have certainly been strewn with many pitfalls 
and thorny paths, as these pages will testify. 


After almost a year’s haggling to se- 
cure the second Britt match, which was 
fought at Colma, -Cal., Sept. 9, 190, 
being blocked by the Britts on vari- 
ous occasions, my manager, Billy 
Nolan, came very near throwing 4 
bombshell into the match. While the 
Britts and the club promoters were 
fighting over the selection of a referee, 
no other than Billy Nolan and I sat 
in our cottage, ‘two blocks from the 
ringside, wrangling and arguing re- 
garding the percentage Nolan was to 
receive for acting in the capacity of 
my manager. 

I had nothing but a verbal agree- 
ment, no written contract. I under- 
stood that he was to receive the same 
percentage as my Aormer manager. 
This was 2% per cent of net proceeds. 
I figured, however, that he would put 
one over in the Britt match, knowing 
that it was a big thing. He demanded 
59 per cent from me for his end. I re- 
fused point blank to consider any such 
proposition, while Nolan insisted on his 
50 per cent and seemed determined not 
to yield an inch. 

I decided to fight the battle regard- 
less of who was manager or who, was 
referee, and told Nolan so. He was 
insistent, and offered to post a $10,000 
forfeit and wanted me to post a like 
amount, guaranteeing that I wouldn't 
fight Britt, and he would gracefully 
step dewn and out as manager. 

Compromises With Nolan. 

After a ‘ot of jawing I compromised 
with Nolan, agreeing to give him % 
per cent of all my net winnings, so as 
to keep peace in the family. 

My victory over Britt, which gave 
me the championship, quickly brought 
me into fame and fortune. I was 
snapped up by several theatrical agents 
and in a 16-weeks’ tour of the country 
I received $21,400, or $1337.50 a week. 

It was at the end of this tour that 
I got a chance to fight Terry McGov- 
ern, the terror I had heard of all my 
life. I had often wanted to meet Terry, 
as I had understood that he was the 
greatest of them alr in his day. 

As soon as the match had been ar- 
ranged I went to Essington, Pa., to 
train for two weeks. Kid Abel, Frank 
McKinley, Hughie McMahon and Eddie 
Kelly were my sparring partners. This 
ig where I first introduced Roko into 
my training and found it very benefi- 
clal, and have used it ever since, and 
attribute my success, in a measure, to 
its use. 

Learns It From Inventor. 

Pent E. Spink, owner and inventor of 
e®, of Cleveland, spent a week 
at the quarters instructing me and my 
assistants in all of its fine points. 

As a result of two weeks’ training. 
during which I played Roko every day, 
I stepped into the ring to meet Terry 
as fit as a fiddle and as fast as light- 
ning. Wermet at 133 pounds ring 
weight. We drew the banner house at 
the National Athletic Club of $23,9%, of 
which I received a guarantee of $5000, 
win, lose or draw, with a privilege of 
60 per cent of the gross gate receipts, 
which amounted to $11,997. This is a 
world’s record for a six-round fight, 
and over three times as large a house 
as has ever been drawn, before or 
gince, at this club, and If am using 
Harry Edwards’ word when making 
this statement, '

succeeded. Terry, as everybody Knows, 
is a great little fighter, and, being of a 
nervous disposition, is always anxious 
to hear the bell so he can start fighting 
and finish the job in a hurry. 

After keeping McGovern waiting about 
fifteen minutes he commenced to be- 
come cold and fidgety. He put on his 
overcoat and walked around the ring, 
and finally came over to my corner and 
made inquiry-as to why I was so slow 
in getting ready. 

Gets Terry Mad in Ring. 

I only looked up at him and said 
“Don’t worry, Terry, you'll get yours 
soon enough.” That got him red-hot, 
and he complained to his managers, Sam 
Harris and Joe Humphreys. They both 
came over and tried to get me to hurry, 
but I only laughed at them, so they 
went back to Terry’s corner to try to 
humor their champion and keep him 
from worrying about the fight. 

After about three-quarters of an hour 
the fight fans became anxious and were 
yelling “Fight! fight;” Thinking that I 
had gone far erfough, and that I had 
McGovern worked up to a high pitch, 
I put on the finishing touches and was 
ready for the bell. 

Jack McGuigan, the referee, called us 
to the center, giving us our final in- 
structions, and poor Terry shook with 
fright and nervousness as he stepped 
back to his corner to await the bell. As 
everybody will remember, Instead of re- 
tiring to my corner, I stood directly in 
the center of the ring, and when the 
gong rang, tore after McGovern. We 
had hardly fought thirty seconds when 
I could tell that.I had McGovern’s goat. 
He was nervous and held on. He was 
afraid to fight his usual fight of rush- 
ing from start to finish. We went six 
good hard, fast rounds with consider- 
able clinching on McGovern’s part. We 
finished the six rounds in the center of 
the ring battling like demons, neither 
being @pparently much the worse for 
wear. 

Herrera the Next One, 

Immediately after the great fight with 
Terry McGovern at Philadelphia, I was 
matched to fight Aurelia Herrera at Los 
Angeles before Tom MecCarey’s club. 
McCarey thought so well of the match 
that he agreed to give a $30,000 purse for | 
it. I was to receive $4000 bonus and 
Herrera and I were to owt the rémain- 
ing $16,000, 60 and 4 per cent, winner and 
loser, respectively, on the morning of 
April 18, just as 1 was going for my 
daily spin‘on the road at Fairview.
